PRACTICAL—Holiday shopping 
reflected markedly the sobering 
effect of U. S. entry into the war, 
in two ways. Not only did total vol- 
ume of Christmas buying slacken 
below the expectations as of De- 
cember 1, but stores unanimously 
reported a strong swing 
purchase of “practical” and “use- 
ful” gifts, with much less emphasis 
on luxury and “typical holiday” 
merchandise. Sheets, blankets, kit- 
chen ware, appliances, clothing, 
small rugs and the like moved well, 
while demand for furs, jewelry, 
cosmetics and other fancy goods— 
even toys—dropped off. It is still 
possible that December will prove 
to have set a new all-time record 
in dollar volume of sales—but it 
won't be by a big margin, if at all, 
and in terms of actual volume of 
goods moved it probably will fall 
below 1940. 


WASHINGTON—More rationing 
will follow the initial move, which 
was, and is, concerned with auto 
tires. In general, the order in which 
consumer articles will go under this 
kind of control will follow the same 
chronological pattern that cuts in 


production did. That is, the heavy | 


durable goods—things that take 
goodly amounts of metals and other 
materials needed for the sinews of 
war—will be first affected. You 
know this list -by now: refrigera- 
tors, washing machines, vacuum 
cleaners, radios. It looks now as 
though some of these would be 
going under rationing orders about 
in April. Naturally, Washington of- 
ficials are determined to confine 
rationing to as small an array of 
consumer goods as possible. It may 
be a long time before goods not in 
the “metallic” category are given 
this treatment. However, it is 
pointed out that rationing might 
eventually be extended to textile 
goods. This will depend largely on 
the size of the army that has to be 
clothed. State and local boards to 
handle rationing are now being set 
up by OPA, in most cases being 
built around existing defense coun- 
cils and similar agencies. 


CUSTOMERS CALMED — The 
stampede to grocery stores in many 
sections—mostly metropolitan ones 
—right after. war's outbreak has 
slowed down considerably. The 
cause of such customer rushes, and 
the hoarding ideas they have in 
mind, usually is consumer concern 
regarding availability of goods and 
fear of rising prices. Government 
officials were quick to give assur- 
ances as to plentiful supplies of 
food, while food retailers gave sim- 
ilarly reassuring word about the 
price picture. John Hartford, the 
A & P_ president, covered the 
ground thoroughly in = a_ public 
pledge on behalf of his company to 
“cooperate unhesitatingly in every 
effort of authorized government 
agencies to prevent unwarranted 
rises in food prices.”

4 is Matt. 1:1, 17; Mark 1:14, 15; 
.* Luke 1:1-4; Acts 1-1-5, the Golden 
Text being I Timothy 1:15. “Christ 
Jesus came into the world to save 
sinners."') 


THE SYNOPTIC gospels are 
Matthew. Mark and Luke, which 
give us a synopsis or general view 
of the whole life, teachings and 
close of Jesus’ life’ The book of 
Mark was probably written first, 
authorities tell us; about 60 A. D. 
Luke comes next, being written 
about A. D. 65; and Matthew last, 
around A. D. 68. 

In the book of Matthew the 
the writer proves the ancestry of 
Jesus as being in direct descent 
from Abraham. “The book of the 
generation of Jesus Christ, the son 
of David, the son of Abraham.” 

In the 17th verse of the same 
chapter he writes: ‘So all the gen- 
erations from Abraham to David 
are 14 generations: and from 
David until the carrying away 
into Babylon are 14 generations; 
and from the carrying away 
into Babylon unto Christ are 14 
generations.” As seven was the 
Jews' sacred number, Matthew 
makes these generations between 
each era twice the sacred num- 
ber. 


All through his gospel St. Mat- 
thew writes of Christ as the king. 
His ancestry is royal, His birth 
was dreaded by rival kings—you 
remember Herod's hatred of this 
Babe who was to be born “King 
of the Jews.” The wise men of- 
fered Him royal gifts. In the. 
temptation He was offered the 
kingdom of the world. Even the 
sermon on the mount is the mani- 
festo of a king. The book was 
written primarily for the Jews, 
and refers many times to Old Tes- 
tament phrases. 


Mark Written First 


The gospel of St. Mark, written, 
it is thought, first of all the gos- 
pels, is the shortest of all. Mark's 
name means in Latin, “a large 
hammer.” It is thought that he 
was a convert of St. Peter's, and 
he was a son of Mary, at whose 
house petitions were offered for 
the deliverance of Peter. He ac- 
companied Paul and Barnabas on 
their first missionary journey, but 
Paul would not take him with 
them on the second. Later, how- 
ever, Paul seems to have taken 
him into favor again, and calls 
him his “fellow laborer.” Mark 
Was not an apostle of Jesus while 
Be was on earth 


The Synoptic Gospels: Matthew, Mark. 
Luke 


HIGHLIGHTS ON THE SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 


There are no long discourses, 
and few parables in this gospel, 
but the actions of the Lord are re- 
lated in quick and vivid style He 
seems to tell of Christ’s conflict 
with His enemies, all through His 
life to its close. He starts his nar- 
rative of the life of his Lord with 
His baptism by John, and ends 
with His resurrection and glorifi- 
cation 

Luke, the physician, is general- 
Iv believed to have been a Greek, 
the only Gentile writer of the New 
Testament. ‘He was a scholar. a 
traveler, a man of artistic temper- 
ament, a careful historian.” says 
our commentator. He apparently 
did not know Jesus personally, 
and was a convert of Paul's 


Birth Described in Detail 


The birth of Jesus is described 
in great detail in St. Luke's gos- 
pel, including the anunciation of 
Mary, her visit, after it. to her 
cousin, Elizabeth, of the ‘“glori- 
ous host" appearing to the shep- 
herds, etc. Women also figure oft- 
en in his account of the life of Our 
Lord, the story of the widow of 
Nain, the miracle of the woman 
with the spirit of infirmity, the 
parable of the woman who lost 
the piece of silver. the one who 
ministered to Jesus, Mary and 
Martha and the visit to their 
home, and the women at the cross. 


He writes to Theophilus, who is 
not known to us, but seems to 
have been a warm friend and con- 
vert. 

“Forasmuch as many have take 
en in hand to draw up a narrative 
concerning those matters which 
have been fulfilled among us,. . . 
It seemed good to me also, having 
traced the course of all things ac- 
curately from the first. to write 
unto thee in order, most excellent 
Theophilus, That thou mightest 
know the certainty concerning the 
things wherein thou wast instruc. 
ed" 

Commencing the Acts of the 
Apostles, this same Luke writes 
to the same friend, Theophilus, 
saying: “The former treatise have 
I made, O Theophilus, of all that 
Jesus began both to do and teach,” 

“Until the day in which He was 
taken up, after that He through 
the Holy Ghost had given com- 
mandments unto the apostles 
whom He had chosen.” The ‘‘com- 
mandment” was that they should 
stay in Jerusalem until the Holy 
Ghost had descended upon them, 
which it did ten days after the 
ascension. 

This lesson is a sort of preview 
of our lessons to be studied 
through the next six months.

‘British sources in London said that | 


Singapore would be firmly held 
“with American and other coope- 
ration.” 

London dispatches said that the 
allied negotiations at Washington, 
Moscow and elsewhere were expect- 
ed soon to result in proclamation of 
a world “Victory” charter of free- 
dom, pledging the anti-axis nations 
to fight to a finish and not to make 
a separate peace. 


Chinese troops already have gone 
into Burma, under British command; 
and on every front there were signs 
of intensified cooperation for de- 
fense against the Japanese. 

From axis sources came a report 
that Premier Josef Stalin will join 
Churchill and Roosevelt in a grand 
allied conference. This report was 
not confirmed in any allied quarter. 

The situation on the Russian 
front might favor some such dra- 
matic move by Stalin. 

Soviet forces were moving ahead 
powerfully and seemed to be forcing 
the Germans on the central front 
back to the Vyazma-Bryansk line, 
Rumors circulated that Adolf Hit- 
ler had gone to the front in the 
Smolensk region in an effort to halt 
the withdrawal of his troops.
